An ancient parable tells the story of aging King Svatopluk, who 
taught a valuable lesson to his three sons, knowing they would 
someday lead the country. He handed each of them, in turn, a 
bundle of sticks bound tightly together. He challenged each of 
them to break the bundle over their knee, which none was able to 
accomplish. The King then untied the bundle and handed each of 
the sons a single stick.

At the bottom of the facing page are the words “PIRATE CHAMPIONSHIP TRADITION,” with the seven conference 
championships enumerated during Park Center's sixteen years of existence. The head coach for three of those championship 
seasons (1974, 1975, 1976) was Earle Solomonson. 


Earle grew up in Minneapolis, attended Roosevelt High School, and then enrolled his considerable athletic talents at Augsburg 
College. Earle still owns the single-game scoring record for the Roosevelt basketball team (38 points). He started in both foot- 
ball and basketball in college, and was recently inducted into the Augsburg Athletic Hall of Fame. 


Earle and his wife Kathe met in second grade Sunday school, began dating in high school, attended Augsburg together, and 
wed during their senior year. 

He assumed his first football coaching job as an assistant to Dick Walker at Richfield High School in 1969. After five years 
at Richfield he was hired by Park Center. Del Mottaz remembers when the decision was made to hire Earle, replacing Park 
Center's first coach, Ron Stolski, who was leaving to become the head football coach and athletic director at Brainerd, Minnesota. 


"Dick (Edlund, Park Center principal) and І had interviewed all the candidates and we were ready to offer the job, when 
Walker called, insisting that we talk to Earle. We agreed to visit with him the night before we were going to announce the new 
Coach. When the conversation was over, and Earle had left, | looked at Dick and asked, "Well, what do you think?"' He said, 
"| think we just found our new coach!” 


In 1978 Solomonson left Park Center to become an assistant at North Dakota State University. After seven years in that 
capacity, he took over as head coach. The perennially powerful Bison reached new heights of excellence, winning two straight 
Division 11 National Championships. 


Earle credits his wife with easing the pressure of coaching. “Іп this business you have to have a wife who really understands 
and works with you," he said. “She gets excited about games but she realizes there are going to be both wins and losses. She 
is that steadying force in my life. She doesn't get over-excited and she doesn't get over-upset. She cares about me as a person." 


“He is a caring individual," Kathe said. “That is what attracted me to him. I’m not going to love him less because he has a 
losing season and that is the same thing he tells the players. His love for them is regardless of whether they win or lose." 


Park Center's rich football tradition exists, in part, because of Earle Solomonson. For that, we dedicate this 1987 Pirate 
football program to him. And we wish him the best of luck in this new position as the head coach at Montana State University. 


Coaching Staff 


MIKE BARNES: Head Coach, Offensive Backs 

This is the third year at Park Center for Coach Barnes, who came here after two years as a graduate assistant at North Dakota 
State University. The Pirates are 16-6 under his direction, and he has a career mark of 33-1 6, including three years as the head 
coach at South Sioux City, Nebraska.

He has 
served nine years on the Pirate football staff, sandwiched around the 1980 season, which he spent at North Dakota State 
University. He is head coach of the boys basketball team, winners of Region V and the Consolation Championship at the 
1987 State Tournament. Wendell and his wife Barb have a two-year old daughter, Megan. 


CONN McCARTAN: Offensive Line 

Conn is a graduate of Eden Prairie High School and St. John's University, where he played center for the nationally known 
Johnnie football team. This is Conn's fifth season on the Pirate football staff. He is also the head coach of the girls basketball 
team. 


ARNIE ZOPFI: Defensive Coordinator, Secondary 

Coach Zopfi is a graduate of Osseo High School, where he was a two-year letterwinner and a member of the 1971 Mythical 
State Football Champions. In 1976 he graduated from Winona State University, where he was a three-year letterwinner in 
both football and basketball. Arnie has been coaching at Park Center for seven years and is the varsity assistant boys basket- 
ball coach.

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A VIEW FROM THE BENCH 


Tonight's opponent, the Burnsville Braves, come to Carl Tonn Field carrying one of the proudest 
traditions in Minnesota high school football. The Braves have won three state championships - 1972, 
1980, 1985 and they were runners-up to Stillwater in 1984. Their head coach, throughout this string 
of championships, has been highly respected Dick Hanson. 


Burnsville has been a championship calibre team despite a lack of success in the early portion of their 
schedules. In 1985 the Braves rebounded from three early-season losses to win the state championship. 
Last year (like this year) they lost two of their first four games, then rallied to reach the semi-finals 
of the section playoffs. 


Tonight kicks off the second-half of the regular season, when the Braves usually begin their champion- 
ship drive. The Burnsville defense is well-equipped to lead such an uprising. They have six starters back 
from last year, including All-State calibre free safety Irving Hill (No. 37, 5710”, 185). The others are 
linebackers Eric Erickson (No. 91, 60”, 210) and Tim Machacek (Мо. 51, 5710”, 195), defensive end 
Mike Craven (No. 85, 60”, 170), and lineman Jamie Lange (No. 79, 60”, 215) and Don Bartch (Мо. 
77,6:257220).
